There is e nclo sad/lett sr from Asst. Chief of Police Charles Batchelor, 

Dallas, Texas, to Chief of Police Jesse E. Curry, to which is attached copies 
of assignment sheet's "covering the events held in connection with the visit of 
President John F. Kennedy to Dallas, Texas, on November 22, 1963. These sheets 
show that there were $ 6 men assigned to security at Love Field; 173 men for., traffic 
and security along the parade route; 190 men for security inside the Trade Mart 
Building; and ?U men for security and traffic outside the Trade Mart Building. 

This is°a total of 2*93 men, and included in this total are I 46 men from the Texas 
Department .of Public Safety and lU men from the Dallas County Sheriff * 3 Department. _ 

There is also enclosed c opy of a report dated November 30, 1963, submitted. ‘ 
to Chief of Police Curry by Assistant - Chief of Police Charles Batchelor, Deputy- 
Chief of Police, Service Division, George' L. Lumpkin, and Deputy Chief of Polio 
Criminal Investigation Division, M. W. Stevenson, giving a chronol ogical repor ' 
of events prior to, during and a fter the assassination of President Kennedy, the . 
slicing of Police Officer J. D. Tippit and Lee H. Oswald, and the apprehension of 
Jack Ruby, slayer of Oswald, compiled by the officers listed above. 

A copy of letter dated December 19, 1963, from Chief' of Police J. E. Curry / 
to Mr. ELgin E. Crull, City Manager, City of Dallas, attaching a report covering 1 
the activi ties o f Chie f Curry _concerning the_yi^t_oilJhasident.__Kenngdy to Dallas on 
Novemoer""22, 1963, his assassination and the subsequent investigation and slaying 
of Lee Harvey Oswald on November 2k?
